A MOTHER fears for her daugh¬ 
ter’s safety after being told she 
must walk 45 minutes to school 
every day 

Bethany Hemblen, from Banbury, is 
furious after finding out 11-year-old Mia 
Armstrong will have to hike two miles 
across main roads on her own to get to 
class. 

It comes after a mix-up over addresses 
meant Mia was allocated a place at a 
school more than two miles from her 
home. 

In September she will start at Ban¬ 
bury Academy, despite her mum’s re¬ 
quest she be given a place across town 
at North Oxfordshire Academy (NOA). 

Ms Hemblen said: “Mia isn’t the most 
streetwise 11-year-old, so there is a mas¬ 
sive health and safety problem here. 

“There are quite a lot of main roads 
across the route and there will be a lot 
of traffic as well. 

“I start work at 8am and my partner 
isn’t around in the mornings to take her 
in to school. 

“There is a bus that goes into town but 
it is quite expensive and there would 
still be a 25-minute walk to school.

“That’s not really much better to be 
honest.” 

In November, Ms Hemblen applied for 
Mia to go to the NOA. 

At the time of the application the fam¬ 
ily was living in Wellington Avenue 
near Banbury Academy, but in March 
they moved to Portway so Mia could go 
to NOA. 

But despite Ms Hemblen sending the 
county council proof of address for 
their new home in February, she was 
told her application had not been suc¬ 
cessful because the new address had 
not been updated. She was then given 
a place at Banbury Academy. 

To make matters worse, Ms Hem- 
blen’s other daughter Lexie, six, is 
likely to go to NOA when she starts 
secondary school - meaning the two 
girls will be at schools 45 minutes 
apart. Lexie currently goes to Hill 
View Primary School. 

Ms Hemblen, who works at Smart 
Tots Day Nursery in Horsefair and 
has to arrive to work early, said: “It’s 


going to be ludicrous when they are 
both at secondary school. 

“What riles me as well is that the 
parents who apply for places later in 
the year have been given places, which 
makes me think that maybe I should 
have waited. 

“We’ve already walked down the route 
with her but obviously you never know 
what might happen.” 

County council spokesman Owen 
Morton said they were only able to pro¬ 
cess applications on a family’s “prov¬ 
able” address at the time of application. 
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Investment into 
grass cutting 'is 
vital for safety' 

TAKING over some grass cutting 
responsibility for North Oxfordshire from 
the county council is necessary to preserve 
the appearance and safety of the area, 
according to the district council leader. 

Cherwell District Council will invest 
£42,839 over the next year and work with 
town and parish councils in Banbury, 
Bicester and Kidlington to cut nearly 
700,000 sq m of grass. 

It comes after the county council, which 
is responsible for maintaining grass 
verges, decided to reduce the service due 
to budget restrictions. 

Cherwell leader Barry Wood said: 
"Oxfordshire County Council receives 75 
per cent of residents' council tax bills to 
help fund services such as grass cutting. 

"However, because it has run out of 
money, the funding for grass cutting was 
cut by half, which led to the county only 
cutting the grass twice a year. 

"Not only does this impact on the 
appearance of our area here in Cherwell, 
but it also raises safety concerns regarding 
visibility so we could not stand by and let 
this happen." 

Nick Carter, the county council's lead 
member for local government, business, 
ICT and customer services, said: "Safety is 
our top priority and we continue to cut 
grass to maintain clear sightlines at 
junctions. 

"We would like to do more, but the 
county council has had to make savings on 
a huge scale because, unlike districts, 
government is reducing funding 
significantly and we have to manage huge 
increases in demand for services such as 
social care for adults and children." 

Pipe information 

RESIDENTS and business owners in 
Banbury are invited to a open event next 
week to find out about pipe laying 
scheduled for Warwick Road this summer. 

The road will be shut to traffic between 
the new development and the Dukes 
Meadow Drive roundabout for about 
eight weeks from August 10. 

A drop-in session will be held at the 
Hanwell Fields Community Centre from 
4pm to 7pm on Monday, June 27. 


Campaigners urge 
consultation input 



NHS trust will seek views 
on removal of maternity 
consultants from hospital

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
against reduced services at the 
Horton Hospital have urged 
people to speak out during the 
upcoming consultation or risk 
cuts to funding. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust (OUH) has 
said it will hold a public consulta¬ 
tion in October on plans to move 
maternity consultants from the 
Banbury hospital, leaving the unit 
staffed only by midwives. 

A special baby care unit would 
also be scrapped, all part of plans 
to save £2.2m. 

Last Tuesday the county’s Com¬ 
munity Partnership Network met 
at the Cherwell District Council 
offices in Bodicote to discuss the 
plans, with midwives working at 
the hospital being invited to share 
their views. 

Andrew McHugh, former prac¬ 
tice manager of Horsefair Sur¬ 
gery, said he had contacted many 
GPs in the north of the county 

He added that their response was 
overwhelmingly against the pro¬ 
posed Maternity Led Unit (MLU) 
on the “grounds of safety”, as 
there would not be adequate sup¬ 
port left in Banbury 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of 
the Keep The Horton General cam¬ 
paign and a member of the CPN, 
said he felt the meeting was a good 
opportunity to praise the work of 


midwives at the hospital. 

He said: “We suggested at the 
meeting that the midwives have 
at least one representative who at¬ 
tends all meetings that will affect 
their future and that of the mater¬ 
nity department at the Horton. 

“At last, the informed voice of 
reason will be heard.” 

Labour councillors in Banbury 
also called on the hospital trust 
to ensure that as many people as 
possible can take part in the con¬ 
sultation. 


County councillor Mark Cherry 
noted: “Let’s not forget that when 
the maternity unit was under 
threat in 2006 people took to the 
streets of Banbury in protest. 

“This is all about saving money 
at a time when there are 8,000 new 
homes being built in and around 
Banbury” 

Fellow Labour councillor 
Surinder Dhesi, a member of the 
health and overview scrutiny 
committee, said: “I will be bring¬ 
ing up these threats to services at 


the next meeting. 

“I recently took my husband to 
an appointment at the Radcliffe 
Hospital and it took us over an 
hour. Just imagine what might 
happen if a woman needed spe¬ 
cialist maternity help and had to 
be taken the 25 miles to Oxford. 

“We all know the Radcliffe is 
overstretched at the moment; they 
use the Horton as an overflow.” 

A spokesman for the OUH has 
said it is currently reviewing ser¬ 
vices to meet future needs.

Easington route at risk 
since council withdrew 
its subsidy for service

BANBURY residents have 
been given a ‘use it or lose 
it’ warning after a new 
operator came forward to 
operate an under-threat 
bus route on a trial basis. 

The B1 service, which runs 
between the town centre and 
Easington, was set to stop af¬ 
ter July 20 because cash from 
Oxfordshire County Council 
was withdrawn. 

Stagecoach said it could no 
longer run the service with¬ 
out this subsidy, but Go Ride 
has now stepped forward for 
an initial short-term period. 

Town council leader and 
councillor for Easington, Ki- 
eron Mallon warned people 
would need to start using the 
service more if the buses are 
to continue beyond the trial. 

He added: “It’s good news

for the people of Banbury, 
and an example of taking the 
initiative to deliver a posi¬ 
tive result despite adversity. 

“Many of my constituents 
in Easington do not have 
an alternative to access the 


town or its services, and I 
thank Go Ride for realising 
the potential of the Bl. 

“But this is a trial. It will 
be a case of use it, make the 
trial a success, and hopefully 
we won’t lose it.” 

The trial service will have 
the same stops, but with a 
slightly reduced timetable 
from Monday to Friday until 
further notice. 

It will operate 15 times per 
day on weekdays in each di¬ 
rection between Easington, 
Horton Hospital and Ban¬ 
bury town centre. 

The first bus from Easing¬ 
ton will leave at 8.05am and 
the last bus from Banbury 
will depart at 5.10pm. 

There will be no service at 
weekends or on public holi¬ 
days. 

Go Ride Managing Direc¬ 
tor Dave Harrison said: “We 
are very pleased to be able 
to continue service Bl for a 
trial period to assess its com¬ 
mercial sustainability. 

“We recognise that service 
Bl is very important to the 
local community in Easing¬ 
ton, and therefore we hope 


it will be well supported dur¬ 
ing this initial trial period. 

“There will be a moderate 
increase in cash fares, and 
concessionary bus passes 
will continue to be accept¬ 
ed.” 

Banbury MP Victoria 
Prentis also called on her 
constituents to use the bus 
service to make sure the trial 
is a success. 

She added: “I am very 
pleased that the importance 
of the Bl bus service has 
been acknowledged. 

“This trial period will mon¬ 
itor how much the buses are 
used. 

“I am sure the data will 
confirm how well used a ser¬ 
vice this is in Banbury, and I 
hope it will mean the Bl can 
stay in the town in the longer 
term.”

TEENAGERS in Banbury were among thou¬ 
sands across the country tuning in last week¬ 
end as British astronaut Major Tim Peake 
came back to Earth. 

Major Peake, a European Space Agency 
(ESA) astronaut, returned on Saturday after 
spending six months on board the Internation¬ 
al Space Station (ISS). 

Students from Space Studio Banbury, in Rus- 
kin Road, gathered around a screen to watch 
the historic event unfold and discuss what one 
question they would ask the astronaut if given 
the opportunity 

Dr Liam Fishwick, head of science at the 
school, said students had been “inspired and 
engaged” throughout Major Peake’s journey 

He added: “This is a once-in-a-lifetime mo¬ 
ment, and we wanted to grab it with both 
hands. 

“Throughout Major Peake’s mission we en¬ 
gaged with a number of activities, including 
his Cosmic Classroom broadcast, and our year 
10s worked on projects on preparing the hu¬ 
man body for such an extraordinary feat. 

“We are preparing the next generation of sci¬ 
entists, astronauts and physicists - what bet¬ 
ter way to encourage them to have this amaz¬ 
ing example which we can show them as part 
of our teaching?” 

Dr Fishwick said if he met Major Peake the 
one question he would ask would be, “Where 
do you think this leads the future of human 
space flight?” 

One of the major aims of Major Peake’s trip 
to the ISS has been to inspire kids to take an 
interest in space exploration and sciences. 

At the Harwell Science and Innovation Cam¬ 
pus in Oxfordshire his colleagues have been 
closely watching his adventures. 

Dr Barbara Ghinelli, director of Harwell 
Campus, said: “This placed the exciting world 
of space science right in front of thousands 
of children, who were able to listen to Major 
Peake speaking about his endeavours and ask 
questions. 

“Literally, there could not be a higher plat¬ 
form from which to inspire a career in science 
and space. 

“Major Peake’s mission marks the first sig¬ 
nificant step in creating a culture shift around 
maths and science, and therefore addressing 
the UK skills shortfall.” 


Community stalwarts receive awards recognition 


A NUMBER of Banbury residents have 
been recognised on a national level for 
their work in the community. 

Among them is a 21-year-old woman 
from Bodicote who has been given a royal 
honour for her work as a Girl Guide. 

Emily Idziaczek was presented with a 
Queen's Girl Guide at the House of 
Commons on June 11 by Chief Guide 
Valerie Le Vaillant, Girlguiding UK's most 
senior volunteer. 

To achieve the award Ms Idziaczek took 
on personal challenges including 
exploration trips to Canada and New 
Zealand, as well as other work in social 
action and voluntary work. 

Speaking after the ceremony she said: 
"The confidence I developed and the love I 
had for the country resulted in me living in 
New Zealand for the past 15 months and I 
hope to return in September." 

There is was also a reward for a 
"dedicated suicide prevention 
campaigner" who has been honoured for 
her work with one of the UK's biggest 
mental health charities. 

Catherine Johnston, former chief 
executive of Samaritans, was awarded a 
CBE for services to suicide prevention in

the Queen's birthday honours. 

She was praised by the charity's chair of 
trustees Jenni McCartney, who said: 
"Samaritans CEO Ruth Sutherland and I 
welcome this honourfor Catherine, who is 
a dedicated suicide prevention 
campaigner and was a catalyst for positive 
change at Samaritans. 


"Making a difference in the field of 
suicide prevention takes great 
determination given the scale of the 
problem, with more than 6,000 suicides 
recorded in the UK in 2014 alone. 

"Acknowledging and recognising 
Catherine's contribution raises awareness 
not only of what she has achieved 
personally, but also the dedicated work of 
thousands of Samaritans volunteers who 
give up their time to help people who are 
struggling." 

Ms Johnston was the charity's chief 
executive for six years, stepping down last 
year. 

Ms McCartney added: "Catherine was an 
inspirational leader and a great team 
builder. She was able to see people's 
strengths and help them to make their 
best contribution. 

"Catherine always had a very clear focus 
on the strategic direction of Samaritans, 
and her energy and commitment helped 
to bring about the fundamental changes 
which are now allowing Samaritans to 
deliver a new strategy and services.

Cuts prompt finance chiefs’ warning 


COUNCIL finance chiefs have 
warned "life won't get easier" as 
they revealed an overspend of 
£700,000 despite a recruitment 
freeze. 

They said the figure was less 
than one per cent of Oxfordshire 
County Council's total budget but 
that cuts handed down by the 
government remained "a 


perennial issue". 

The overspend for 2015/16 was 
far less than previously forecast, 
with bosses predicting it would 
be £6m in October. 

However, it was worse than the 
previous year, when the local 
authority predicted overspends 
of film but reduced this to an 
underspend of £196,000. 


Lawrie Stratford, the council's 
cabinet member for finance, said: 
"Life won't get any easier for 
county councils in England who 
have borne the brunt of the cuts 
handed down from central 
government. 

"But I have confidence in staff 
to continue to manage these 
difficulties looking forward."

Tributes are paid 
to popular player 


Cricketer Marc Rorich, 
who died aged 36, is 
remembered by friends

FELLOW sportsmen have paid 
tribute to cricketer Marc Ror¬ 
ich, who they called one of the 
most talented and exciting play¬ 
ers in Banbury Cricket Club’s 
history 

Mr Rorich, the former Ban¬ 
bury Cricket Club all-rounder, 
was described as an entertain¬ 
ing sportsman who had the abil¬ 
ity to trouble the best players on 
the circuit. 

The father-of-one died earlier 
this month aged 36. 

Marc Andrew Rorich was born 
in Cape Town on June 19, 1979, 
to parents Jennifer and Keith. 

After growing up in South Af¬ 
rica, he moved to Banbury dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1996, at the 
age of 17, to join his uncle Craig 
Haupt at Banbury Cricket Club. 

The pair had grown up togeth¬ 
er like brothers under the same 
roof in South Africa, and their 
reunion in Oxfordshire led to 
many more happy years both on 
and off the cricket field. 

Described as an exciting and 
entertaining cricketer by fel-

low player Jimmy Phillips, Mr 
Rorich was said to be capable 
of swinging the ball both ways 
at pace, was athletic in the field 
and a capable batsman who 
scored quickly once he was es¬ 
tablished at the crease. 

He was seen as an invaluable 
part of the Banbury team that 
won the inaugural Home Coun¬ 
ties Premier League. 

He also regularly took the new 
ball ahead of former England 
fast bowler Neal Radford. 

Mr Rorich made several ap¬ 


pearances on the honours 
boards at Banbury Cricket Club. 

He was one of only five players 
who featured on both the batting 
and bowling honours boards, 
and also held the second, third 
and fifth-best bowling perfor¬ 
mances. 

Friend and cricketer Mr Phil¬ 
lips said: “When Marc came to 
Banbury in 1996, I was 13 and 
he was 17. He was everything I 
wanted to be. Effortlessly tal¬ 
ented, with the cricket world at 
his feet.” 

Outside of his cricketing life, 
he worked at Norbar Torque 
Tools in Banbury. He also had a 
son, William, aged seven. When 
he was not playing cricket, he 
enjoyed a round of golf. 

His uncle, Mr Haupt, said Mr 
Rorich was “one of the kindest 
people you could ever meet” and 
had the biggest smile. 

He said: “He was so jovial and 
magic. He was just a magical 
man.” 

He added Mr Rorich had been 
married but divorced a year be¬ 
fore his death. 

Mr Rorich died on Wednesday, 
June 8, at the age of 36 after a 
long battle with liver problems. 

He is survived by his parents, 
uncle and son, William, as well 
as other family members in the 
UK and South Africa. 

His funeral details have yet to 
be announced.

Allergy ‘cure’ takes sting 
out of hubby’s bee habit

Potentially fatal allergy of 
beekeeper’s wife has been 
reduced by immunotherapy

THE wife of a bee keeper has 
been “cured” of a life-threaten¬ 
ing allergy- to bee stings. 

Lucy Zaichenko, whose husband 
Viktor keeps around 150 million 
bees on their commercial bee farm 
in Hook Norton, only discovered 
the potentially deadly allergy when 
she was stung five years ago. 

The 47-year-old, who does sales 
and administration work for the 
business, went into severe anaphy¬ 
lactic shock. 

Her body swelled up and she could 
not breathe, and she was rushed to 
hospital when she collapsed uncon¬ 
scious. 

Mrs Zaichenko was saved and 
later referred to a specialist allergy 
clinic at St Mary’s Hospital in Pad¬ 
dington, part of Imperial College 
Healthcare NHS Trust. 

Experts at the hospital offered 
her immunotherapy to bee venom; 
the treatment involves gradual ex¬ 
posure to the venom to build up im¬ 
munity. 

Initially she was injected with 


1/10,000th of a bee sting, and the 
dose was gradually increased. 

Now she receives the equivalent 
of two bee stings every six weeks. 

Mrs Zaichenko said: “When I dis¬ 
covered I was allergic to bee stings 
I was devastated. 

“My husband is from a long line 
of bee farmers and bee keeping is 
his passion as well as our liveli¬ 
hood. 

“Every day I was risking my life 
by being at home, because the bees 
often come into the house as well as 
the garden. It was difficult to know 
what to do. 

“The immunotherapy has been 
life-saving in more ways than one. 

“It has meant that I can still live 
on the farm and run our business 
without having to worry about get¬ 
ting stung, as I know my body can 
deal with it.” 

Dr Sophie Farooque, an allergy 
consultant at Imperial College 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We 
are referred many patients with a 
suspected allergy to bee and wasp 
stings and a considerable number 
are enrolled on our immunothera¬ 
py programme. 

“But it is unusual to meet some¬ 
one who is in quite so much pre¬ 
sent danger as Lucy 

“Lucy’s allergy was so severe that 
just one bee sting could have killed 
her and every day she was at risk, 
even in her own home.”

DURING the calm before the 
digital effects storm in 
Independence Day: Resurgence, 
Jeff Goldblum’s quixotic 
scientist stares slack-jawed at an 
approaching alien mothership 
and gasps: “That’s definitely 
bigger than the last one.” 

Those words encapsulate the 
bombastic sequel to Roland 
Emmerich’s 1996 sci-fi 
blockbuster, which famously 
blew up The White House as a 
symbol of extra-terrestrial 
hostility 

Second time around, the 
German director isn’t content 
with razing iconic buildings in 
Washington D.C. 

He deposits the whole of Dubai 
including the spearlike Burj 
Khalifa skyscraper on top of 
London, flattening landmarks 
with whooping abandon, then 
proceeds to pulverise America’s 
eastern coast. 

With the benefit of this state- 
of-the-art trickery, eye-popping 
3D and immersive sound, 
Independence Day: Resurgence 
should be a pulse-quickening 
thrill ride. So it comes as a 
crushing disappointment that 
the second film lacks the 
roughly hewn excitement and 
charm of its predecessor. 

It has been 20 years since US 
President Thomas J Whitmore 
(Bill Pullman) issued his 
rallying cry to the entrenched 
human race.

THIS much-anticipated debut 
novel of Emma Cline, already a well- 
regarded short story writer and 
fiction reader for the New Yorker, 
will probably get summarised a lot 
as 'that Charles Manson novel'. But 
while it does indeed fictionalise the 
Manson murders, it's really more 
about the agonies of adolescence. 
Plot and structure are superficially 
simple. Evie Boyd, 14, is the drift¬ 
ing daughter of a failed marriage, 
languishing in the absent care of 
a mother preoccupied by her own 
insecurities. As mum brings home a 
series of inappropriate men friends, 
Evie - desperate for attention, 
for adulthood, for something to 
happen - is easily drawn into the 
outlaw community of teenage 
girls and hangers-on centred on 
the darkly charismatic Russell, a 
self-styled prophet with a desper¬ 


ate hankering for a recording deal. 
And we all know how that will 
go... Evie's account of this dark 
Californian summer is framed as the 
recollection of her older present 
self, who's house-sitting for a friend 
and now observes the troubled 
dynamics of an adolescent girl who 
comes to stay, and the two dubious 
young men who accompany her.

The 17th-century Grade-II listed 


house looks out over the village green 
and duck pond. 

Mr Stevens-Hoare, who works for a 
children’s book publisher in Oxford, 
added: “Richard Harris was a regular 
in the village pub, The Plough. 

“He must have had to navigate the 
duck pond to reach there but I don’t 
think he ever fell in. 

“He was tremendously well-known 
and liked in the village. 

“There are lots of stories about him 
but all are positive ones about what a 
character he was.” 


Mr Harris, who had many leading 
roles on stage and in film, including 
Gladiator and Camelot, died in 2002. 

The Grade-II listed house is set in 
half-an-acre of walled gardens with a 
courtyard, vegetable plot, fruit trees 
and double garage.

Motors - first for new cars 
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New Car Road Test 

The definitive view H 
by Andy Enright

Back on track once again 



THE second generation Honda HR-V 
aims to stake a strong claim for the 
Japanese brand in the growing com¬ 
pact crossover market. This time 
round, it’s more spacious and better 
equipped to take on segment leaders 
like Nissan’s Juke and Renault’s 
Captur. Buyers choose from either a 
1.5 petrol unit or a 1.6 diesel, both 
sending drive to the front wheels. It 
looks good and deserves to do very 
well. 

Background 

Okay, stop us if you’ve heard this 
one before. A car with about as 
much interior space as you’d get in a 
Ford Fiesta, with raised ride height 
and funky styling. Solidly built from 
a respected Japanese manufacturer 
and offered with the option of front 
or all-wheel drive. It’s the massive- 
selling Nissan Juke, right? No. It’s 
the Honda HR-V. This car, originally 
advertised as the ‘joy machine’, 
appeared on our radars way back in 
1999, before the market was really 
comfortable with the idea of a 
supermini-sized crossover. 

Driving Experience 

Honda has ditched any pretence 
that this HR-V is a go-anywhere 
vehicle, offering it solely in front- 
wheel drive guise. There’s a choice 
of either petrol or diesel power, the 
former being a 130PS 1.5 litre 


i-VTEC petrol, with the black pump- 
fuelled variant getting a 120PS 1.6 
i-DTEC unit. Each drives through a 
six-speed manual transmission, 
although the petrol powerplant can 
be optioned with a CVT automatic, 
with a paddle-shift on some trims. 
As for performance, the 1.5-litre pet¬ 
rol model makes 62mph from rest in 
10.3s (or 10.9s in CVT auto form). Go 
for the 1.6 i-DTEC diesel and the 
62mph sprint occupies 10.1s. 

Design and Build 

Honda reckons the MK2 model 
HR-V combines the ‘personality of a 
coupe with the solid stance of an 
SUV’ and they’re not too far wrong. 
Think of it as a shrunken BMW X6 
in appeal and you’re not too far off 
the mark. The design is neat and 
interesting, with hidden rear door 
handles, deeply sculpted lower body 
panels and a CR-V-style front grille, 
headlamps and pointed taper at the 
rear side window line. The cabin 
features decent quality materials, 
with a soft-touch dash top accented 
with brushed chrome and piano 
black inlays. 

Unlike its predecessor, this HR-V’s 
quite spacious inside. A lower-pro¬ 
file fuel tank mounted under the 
front seats frees up the under-floor 
space beneath the rear seats, ena¬ 
bling the platform to accommodate 
Honda’s ‘Magic Seat’ system. 


Market and Model 

Pricing-wise, this HR-V is pitched 
at the higher end of the small 
Crossover sector - so against cars 
like the Mazda CX-3 and the Jeep 
Renegade rather than at models like 
the Nissan Juke and the Renault 
Captur. Prices start at around 
£18,000 for the entry-level ‘S’-spec 
variant, rising to around £25,000 for 
the flagship ‘EX’ diesel model. 
There’s an £1,800 premium to pay if 
you choose the 1.6 i-DTEC diesel 
rather than the 1.5 i-VTEC petrol 
unit. 

Buyers opting for the base-grade 
‘S’ variant are well catered for, with 
convenience features such as cli¬ 
mate control, cruise control and 
dusk-sensing automatic headlamps 
fitted as standard. The mid-grade 
‘SE’ level adds rain sensing wipers, 
front and rear parking sensors and a 
six-speaker audio upgrade. A ‘Smart 
Touch’ interior includes touch panel 
controls for the upgraded dual-zone 
climate control. Customers choos¬ 
ing the top-grade ‘EX’ model get a 
full leather interior, smart entry and 
start, plus a rear-view camera. 
There’s also a unique-in-class, tilt- 
and-slide opening panoramic glass 
sunroof and 17-inch alloy wheels. 
Customers opting for the ‘SE’ or 
‘EX’ models will also benefit from 
the Honda Connect in-car infotain¬ 
ment system as standard. This 


Android-based system features an 
app-based ‘pinch, swipe and tap’ 
interface accessed on a seven-inch 
touchscreen in the centre of the 
dash. 

Cost of Ownership 

Petrol buyers selecting the 130PS 
1.5 litre i-VTEC engine can expect 
combined fuel economy of 54.2mpg 
and C02 emissions from 120g/km 
when they opt for the CVT automat¬ 
ic transmission. When married with 
the standard six-speed manual, the 
petrol-powered HR-V delivers fuel 
economy of 50mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions at a highly competitive 130g/ 
km. As for the 1.6-litre i-DTEC diesel 
variant, well on 16-inch wheels, the 
combined cycle figure is 71mpg, 
with C02 returns of 104mpg. Opt for 
larger 17-inch wheels and those fig¬ 
ures fall to 69mpg and 108g/km. 

Summary 

The Honda HR-V looks an interest¬ 
ing addition to a line-up that’s been 
thin on the right sort of niche mod¬ 
els. Contrary to what some think, 
‘niche’ needn’t mean that the car 
sells in minuscule numbers. The 
Nissan Juke was developed as a 
‘niche model’ but it did what most 
manufacturers hope for and became 
mainstream. Much of the hard work 
in this sector has been done by cars 
like the Juke - and Honda’s looking 


to capitalise with the HR-V. 

Its styling is neat and despite 
the sloping roofline, practicality 
looks well up to par. It’s certainly 
a good deal more affordable and 
edgier than a CR-V Of course, 
Honda has been here before with 
the HR-V but has learned lessons 
from that first generation model. 
This time round, the brand has 
appreciated the need for real sub¬ 
stance behind the style. 

With this in place, the HR-V will 
continue to appeal even if some¬ 
thing fresher and more fashiona¬ 
ble comes along. Job done.

Cl and want to buy one? 



THE Cl has undoubtedly been a 
success story for Citroen in the UK. 
With 80,000 sales between its initial 
launch in 2005 and the refreshed 
model we look at here, which 
arrived in 2012, this popular city 
car did all that could reasonably be 
asked of it. Ultimately, it was over¬ 
taken by newer and smarter rivals 
but as a used buy, it makes a great 
deal of sense. Here’s what to look 
for when tracking down a used 
example. 

History 

Citroen is a company with a dis¬ 
tinguished track record in small 
cars and the Cl joined the ranks of 
the most successful. It pioneered a 
new citycar market niche for 
Citroen, as their previous tot, the 
Saxo, campaigned in the next 
supermini class up. Originally 
launched in 2007, the Cl was sister 
car to the Peugeot 107 and the 
Toyota Aygo, all three cars built at 
the Kolin factory in the Czech 
Republic. The Cl was facelifted in 
2009 and then again in 2012 and it’s 
these post-2012 cars we look at 


here. 

The big change with the April 
2012 car was that the diesel engine 
option was deleted. Citroen pushed 
the new Efficient Tronic Gearbox 
(ETG) quite hard in their promo¬ 
tions, despite it being one of the 
worst transmissions foisted on a 
citycar since Smart’s awful lash-up 
in the City Coupe. Needless to say, 
by far the majority of sales went to 
manual cars. 

In August 2012, Citroen launched 
the rather gimmicky Connexion 
special edition which was claimed 
to be crowdsourced from Facebook 
fans ideas. Despite the rather naff 
concept, the car itself wasn’t at all 
bad. Based on the Cl VTR trim, the 
Cl Connexion got 14”alloy wheels, 
dark tinted rear windows, Caldera 
Black metallic paint and Scarlet 
Red exterior and interior detailing, 
adding £500 to the asking price in 
the process. The Cl’s trim levels 
were revised at the end of 2013. Out 
went VT, VTR and VTR+ and in 
came VT, Edition and Platinum. A 
new Citroen Cl was unveiled at the 
2014 Geneva Show. Not before time, 


some would argue. 

What To Look For 

The Cl is a pretty tough little 
thing given the amount of abuse it 
has to soak up. Not a lot ever goes 
wrong with the 1.0-litre engine and 
the electrical systems are also reli¬ 
able. What aren’t quite so good are 
the parts where cost has clearly 
been taken out of the car. The car¬ 
pets can wear quickly, plus the par¬ 
cel shelf is flimsy and owners 
report it sagging. Check for kerbed 
alloy wheels and the usual inner 
city trolley rash. The ETG gearbox 
can occasionally be temperamen¬ 
tal, so check that all gears engage 
cleanly. Don’t worry if it jolts and 
lurches. They all do that. 

Cl consumables are affordably 
priced, with an oil filter retailing 
at around £8, a starter motor retail¬ 
ing at around £90 and front brake 
pads costing a very reasonable £30 
a pair. The best part is that if you 
don’t like the price of the Citroen 
bits, you can usually track down a 
bargain with the interchangeable 
Toyota or Peugeot items. 


On The Road 

You’re not going to get a whole lot 
of choice when it comes to the 
engine in these later first genera¬ 
tion Cl models. There’s but one 
powerplant, a 998cc petrol unit 
with a trio of tiny cylinders that 
thrum away tunefully. Drive it as if 
you’d stolen it and you’ll see 60mph 
come and go in 14 seconds, but 
most customers will be a little 
more circumspect with the throttle 
and will instead enjoy the Cl’s 
crisp drive off the line, ability to 
squeeze through tight gaps and its 
handy 3.44m turning circle. 

Of course, there are many who 
choose a citycar exactly because 
most of their driving is in nose to 
tail traffic, and a good proportion 
of these people see a manual 
gearchange as a fitment that makes 
a tedious activity only more oner¬ 
ous. Citroen has an answer here in 
the form of the ETG transmission 
complete with steering-mounted 
paddle controls. It takes quite some 
getting used to in order to drive 
smoothly but it will certainly save 
your left leg a whole lot of effort. 


We’d rather stick with a manual 
and avoid the frustration. 

Overall 

Looking back at its production 
life, the first generation Citroen Cl 
citycar seemed to have more 
refreshes, relaunches and re- 
releases than virtually any other 
model this side of a Bugatti 
Veyron, but don’t worry too much 
about the details. At its heart, the 
Cl remains a fundamentally good 
design, with a willing 1.0-litre pet¬ 
rol engine, a space-efficient cabin, 
a respectable amount of safety kit 
and ultra-low running costs. 

If anything, it’s even more 
appealing as a used purchase, espe¬ 
cially if you can pick up a clean 
low mileage example of a later 
post-2012 car like those we’ve been 
looking at here, ideally one that’s 
just been used to nip to the local 
shops. For younger drivers looking 
for a first runabout that’s afforda¬ 
ble but not a total snooze and right¬ 
ly considering this Cl as one of 
their main options, it’s really hard 
to go too far wrong.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

The precise, confident and the powerful 



VOLKSWAGEN’S much improved 
second generation Tiguan targets 
compact SUV and Crossover cus¬ 
tomers alike with a high quality, 
well priced package that’s now 
smarter and more efficient. All the 
car you’ll ever really need? Many 
see it as just that. 

Background 

If you’re planning to spend some¬ 
where in the £23,000-£28,000 bracket 
on a compact SUV or SUV-like 
Crossover, you’ll certainly not be 
short of choice. But choice can 
sometimes be a compromising thing 
- and so it is here. So for the premi¬ 
um badge you’d like on a car of this 
kind, you have to compromise on 
equipment. For the practicality 
you’ll need, you have to compromise 
on trim and build quality. And for 
the all-wheel drive ability you’ll 
maybe sometimes want, you’ve to 
compromise on tarmac driving 
pleasure. 

Driving Experience 

The initial engine range is primar¬ 
ily based around a 150PS version of 
Volkswagen’s usual 2.0-litre TDI die¬ 
sel, with the option of 7-speed DSG 
automatic transmission and 
4MOTION 4WD. Rest to 62mph occu¬ 
pies 9.3s. There’s also a 1.8-litre 
180PS TSI petrol variant which 
comes as standard with both 
4MOTION 4WD and DSG transmis¬ 


sion: this derivative makes 62mph 
in 7.7s. 

Later on, UK buyers will also get 
the option of 125 and 150PS 1.4-litre 
petrol units. In addition, there’ll be 
a wider range of diesels, including a 
base 115PS unit and a top 240PS 
biturbo powerplant. There’ll also be 
a GTE Plug-in hybrid petrol electric 
version using most of the same tech¬ 
nology you’ll find in the existing 
Golf GTE and 218PS of total system 
power. 

Design and Build 

So, what’s new? Well, the conven¬ 
tional Tiguan has put on 60mm in 
length and 30mm in width and sits 
22mm lower than before in 4x4 form. 
Wolfsburg has developed a length¬ 
ened seven-seat version this time 
around which our market may get. 
The UK will definitely receive a 
third coupe version. For the time 
being though, it’s the conventional 
five-door model we need to concen¬ 
trate on, a car which sits on the 
advanced, stiff, light MQB platform 
that underpins the current Golf and 
Passat models. It’s certainly a more 
confident-looking car - and a more 
spacious one too. 

The cabin’s classier too, fit and fin¬ 
ish being of a noticeably higher 
standard than before. Much of the 
switchgear and the infotainment 
monitor will be familiar to anyone 
who has tried a MK7 Golf. Borrowed 


from the Passat is the optional 
Active Info Display high-definition 
instrument panel. You can also spec¬ 
ify a Head-up display that uses a 
small glass panel, deployed from 
behind the instrument binnacle at 
the press of button. Luggage space 
has grown by 145-litres to 615-litres 
with the standard 60/40 split folding 
rear seats in place, or 1655-litres 
with the seats lowered. 

Market and Model 

Expect pricing to sit in the £22,500 
to £35,000 bracket, with the initial 
engine choice centred mainly 
around the 150PS version of 
Volkswagen’s familiar 2.0-litre TDI 
diesel engine. If you want 4MOTION 
4WD with this variant, then an extra 
£1,600 will secure it and there’s also 
the £1,600 option of DSG automatic 
transmission. As an alternative, 
Volkswagen is also offering a 1.8- 
litre TSI petrol variant with 180PS. 
This derivative comes only with 
DSG auto transmission and 
4MOTION 4WD and is only offered 
with the priciest trim levels. 

Talking of trim levels, there’s a 
choice of ‘S’, ‘SE’, ‘SE Nav’, ‘SEL’ 
and ‘R-Line’ options. All models 
come with alloy wheels, ‘Climatic’ 
semi-automatic air conditioning, a 
trip computer, all-round electric 
windows, an alarm, power heated 
door mirrors and a ‘Composition 
Media’ infotainment system. 


Cost of Ownership 

Expect the 2.0 TDI 150PS 2WD vari¬ 
ant many will want to deliver 
58.9mpg on the combined cycle and 
125g/km of C02. Go for the 1.8-litre 
TSI 180PS DSG 4MOTION petrol 
option and the figures are 38.2mpg 
and 170g/km. 

Later on, the economy champion 
will be the GTE Plug-in hybrid pet¬ 
rol/electric version you can ask 
your dealer about. Overall, though 
the upfront sticker price isn’t cheap, 
whichever variant you choose, 
you’ll probably be better off choos¬ 
ing this Volkswagen than a cheaper 
South Korean alternative when you 
factor in depreciation and whole life 
costs. 

And warranties? Well the standard 
package is three years and 60,000 
miles. If you plan to see a bit more 
of the world in your Tiguan, there’s 
a five year / 90,000 mile package. 
Whatever your decision, your car 
will come with three years of pan- 
European Roadside Assistance that 
has no mileage restriction. The 
paintwork warranty lasts for three 
years and, as you’d expect, this car 
is protected by a 12-year anti-corro¬ 
sion package. 

Summary 

It’s not hard to see why the Tiguan 
is such a popular choice in its sector 
here in the UK. You get pretty much 
all the quality of premium-badged 


compact SUV for the price of a 
budget brand contender. You get 
pretty much all the tarmac handling 
ability of a Qashqai-like Crossover 
with virtually all the off road ability 
of something more capable. And it 
all comes with the enduring appeal 
of that Volkswagen badge and the 
enduring residual values that’ll go 
along with it. 

What it does offer in this improved 
form are running costs from an 
ever-more efficient range of engines 
that make the transition to a car like 
this from an ordinary family hatch 
less painful than ever. A sensible 
choice then, but one you’ll enjoy 
making.
